Therefore, the method includes the second 
objects passing the predetermined password as the password argument of the first object-oriented 
interface, so that the second object s are [[is]] able to invoke the method defined by the first 
object-oriented interface. Furthermore, the method includes a third object not inter-related with 
the first and the second objects attempting to access the first object-oriented interface. The third 
object is not privy to the predetermined password. As such, the third object is unable to invoke 
the method defined by the first object-oriented interface, such that the first object-oriented 
interface is quervable bv the third object but the method defined by the first object-oriented 
interface is uninvokable by the third object due to the third object not sharing the predetermined 
password. The inter-related first object and the inter-related second objects are greater than two 
in number, in total.
